While heralding Atlantic Yards, city & state officials 
quietly agree to let Ratner build atop adjacent sites 


No city 
review 
required

The same day they signed a 
widely publicized agreement 
setting aside land for developer 
Bruce Ratner’s proposed At- 
lantic Yards project, top officials 
of the Pataki and Bloomberg 
administrations signed a sepa- 
rate pact with the developer, 
granting him the right to build 
up adjacent urban renewal sites 
without city review. 

That second agreement was nev- 
er made public, but it turned up this 
week in the state’s response to a 
fairly broad Freedom of Informa-

tion Act request made by a neigh- 
borhood group opposed to the At- 
lantic Yards plan. 

The document stipulates that 
Ratner would be able to obtain the 
development rights to build nearly 
1.9 million square feet of residential 
and commercial space on properties 


north and west of the Atlantic Av- 
enue rail yards, exceeding the cur- 
rent zoning for those sites, without 
having to put the proposal through 
the city’s lengthy land use review 
process. That review requires pub- 
lic hearings before the community 
board, borough president, City 


Planning Commission and City 
Council. The developer currently 
operates the Atlantic Center mall 
and leases space to a Modell’s 
sporting goods store on those po- 
tential development sites. The Mod- 
ell’s block also contains a PC 
Richard & Son electronics store. 


Ratner is currently negotitaing with 
the state-controlled Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority to build 
over the Long Island Rail Road 
storage yards across the street to 
build a professional basketball are- 
na as part of the Atlantic Yards plan. 
Should he fail to work out a deal for 


that property, the second MOU stip- 
ulates, Ratner could still build on 
the two new sites, but would have 
to either abide by current zoning or 
gain city approval to surpass it. 

Ratner’s interest in expanding his 
plan to include the block bounded by 
Pacific Street and Flatbush, Fourth 


and Atlantic avenues, was first re- 
vealed in a June 4 article in The 
Brooklyn Papers based on com- 
ments made by Forest City Ratner 
Executive Vice President James 
Stuckey. At a May 26 City Council 
hearing, Stuckey dted the expansion 
into Park Slope as a way to increase 
the amount of housing in the Atlantic 
Yards plan. But no mention was 
made of the deal for the site already 
signed by the city and state’s top de- 
velopment officials. 

Develop-Don’t Destroy Brooklyn 
— a neighborhood group that op- 
poses Ratner’s plan to build a profes- 
sional basketball arena and a 17- 
tower housing, office space and 
commercial complex over six blocks 
of Prospect Heights emanating from 
Flatbush and Atlantic avenues — 
made copies of the agreement ob- 
tained in its request available to the 
public on Wednesday. 

The second agreement, also 
signed on Feb. 18, makes the Em- 
pire State Development Corpora- 
tion (ESDC) the lead agency for de- 
velopment in the “Atlantic Terminal

Coney's beachfront 
ready to go condo

A developer and realty company are market- 
ing a large, vacant lot along Coney Island’s 
boardwalk for what would be the former seaside 
amusement mecca’s first luxury condominium 
development. 

The rectangular, 168,000-square-foot lot runs from 
Surf Avenue to the boardwalk, between West 20th and 
West 21st streets. 

Thor Equities, which owns the lot and plans to build 
a large-scale amusement and retail mall on property it 
owns further east along the boardwalk, has listed the 
property with Massey Knakal Realty Services. 

The asking price — $85 million. 

And while the city-block-sized property is currently 
zoned as part of the entertainment and amusement dis- 
trict, it holds the promise of rezoning to large-scale res- 


idential development under the city’s plan to redevelop 
the formerly bustling seaside resort area, says the bro- 
ker. 

Thor Equities principal owner Joseph Sitt, known 
largely for his development of shopping malls, bought 
the property in March. It sits between the former 
Child’s restaurant, a city landmark that also awaits de- 
velopment, and the Abe Stark Arena, a city ice-skating 
rink that abuts the Keyspan Park parking lot. 

The advertisement put out by Massey Knakal on 
Wednesday boasts that the property has the potential for 
at least a 672,000-square-foot build-out. The listing 
calls the potential residential development “Ocean 
Towers” and shows by way of example a rendering of 
Muss Development’s recently completed Oceana Con- 
dominiums m Brighton Beach, where apartments in the 
“gated community” development run from $500,000 to 
$2 million, according to the developer’s Web site.

Cops charge 
man with 8 
muggings

With his photo on the front 
page of newspapers and 
broadcast on TV, freedom 
was bound to be short-lived 
for William Reyes. But 
instead of curtailing his crim- 
inal behavior, the armed rob- 
bery suspect seemed to pick 
up the pace, say police. 

On Aug. 16, police say, they 
caught their man. 

Reyes was arrested on 
charges that he mugged as 
many as eight people — the 
majority of them of Asian de- 
scent — in Sunset Park subway 
stations and on streets in Park 
Slope and Downtown Brook- 
lyn within the past year. 

Two members of the 70th 
Precinct’s burglary team spotted 
a man they believed to be Reyes 


on a street comer in Flatbush, at 
5:45 pm on Aug. 16, police said. 
Officers Michael Gaynor and 
Andrew Mennella confirmed the 
man was indeed the mugging 
suspect and arrested Reyes on 
the comer of Cortelyou Road 
and East 21st Street. 

Reyes was set to be arraigned 
late on Wednesday, Aug. 17, on 
multiple robbery and assault 
charges. The district attorney’s 
office had little information on 
his case by press time and efforts 
to locate his attorney or family 
were unsuccessful. 

Neither Reyes nor his attor- 
ney could be reached for com- 
ment by press time. 

Police sought the public’s 
help in locating Reyes early last 
week, providing his picture and 
physical description to news 
outlets across the city. But po- 
lice believe that just days later

Fear # Purchase # 
to be torn down

An historic building proposed for dem- 
olition by designers of Brooklyn Bridge 
Park, a 1. 3-mile open space, housing and 
commercial development along the 
waterfront, has split supporters of the 
plan and even preservation agencies at 
the city and state level. 

Built in 1936 as a project of the Works 
Progress Administration, the Purchase Build- 
ing, located under the Brooklyn Bridge over- 
pass off Old Fulton and Water streets in Fulton 
Ferry, features late-art deco and early modernist 
designs. 

According to the Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) released last week by the state- 
run Brooklyn Bridge Park Development Cor- 
poration, the warehouse, a mix of brick and thin 
glass-window facing with pink-toned concrete 
ribbons, is useless to an 80-acre open space of 
green, water and revenue-generating develop- 
ments that will form Brooklyn Bridge Park. 
Additionally, the EIS says the building will split 
the park in two, destroying view planes. 

“The park plan calls for the removal of the 
Purchase Building, currently located under the 
Brooklyn Bridge,” states the document, calling 
the demolition “critical for connecting the 
northern and southern parts of the park” and 


“providing magnificent views of the Manhat- 
tan skyline from both north and south.” 

To the mind of the park planners, the build- 
ing divides two segments of the park — the 
somewhat-complete Empire-Fulton Ferry 
State Park portion, where the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Conservancy hosts events throughout the 
year, from the commercial cluster of activity 
leading to the yet-unformed portion of the 
park: Piers 1 through 6. 

For historians and artists, the building repre- 
sents a step in architectural design that married

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'Depot' makes a home 
in Bedford-Stuvesant

On the heels of a city ini- 
tiative to market Bedford- 
Stuyvesant to businesses, 
Home Depot, which bills 
itself as the world’s largest 
home improvement chain, 
opened for business Thurs- 
day at 585 DeKalb Ave. 

In March, local groups 
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kicked off a campaign to re- 
construct a neighborhood slo- 
gan from the rough and tum- 
ble “Bed-Stuy Do or Die” 
tagline long held by residents, 
to “Bed-Stuy and Proud of It.” 

Not long after, the city’s Eco- 
nomic Development Corpora- 
tion began their newest initia- 
tive, selling chunks of industrial 
and vacant land to developers 
and businesses for chump 
change in hopes of a wide-scale 
reinvigoration of the neighbor- 
hood that lies east of Clinton 
Hill. 

Fittingly, Home Depot prides 
itself on using existing struc- 
tures for their new stores, and 
revamped an office building 
once used by the IBM Corpora- 
tion, which features a two-level 
design with an upper mezzanine 
for the kitchen and appliance 
showroom. 

A 7,300-square-foot garden 
center is at the entrance-level 
showroom, and an adjacent 
285-car parking lot fills the rest 
of the block bounded by 
Willoughby and DeKalb av- 
enues, between Sandford and 


Walworth streets. 

Though firmly in Bedford- 
Stuy, the store is likely to attract 
business from the neighboring 
brownstone neighborhoods of 
Clinton Hill, Prospect Heights 
and Fort Greene. 

Other Home Depots are in 
Gowanus, Starrett City, Mill 
Basin and Gravesend. 

The new store’s manager, 
Roy Jackson, said they hired 
locally to fill the 230 job open- 
ings, and planned on being an 
active member of the commu- 

At the grand opening party 
Wednesday, called “Neighbor- 
hood Night,” the company was 
to present $2,000 in donations 
to local causes, including P.S. 
54 and Magnolia Tree Earth 
Center, a 33-year-old neighbor- 
hood organization promoting 
urban beautification through ed- 
ucational environmental and 
arts programs for youth. 

“One of our core values is 
giving back to the communi- 
ty,” said Jackson, adding that 
the workplace tries to create 
incentives to do that through 


volunteerism. 

The Home Depot is just an- 
other step in the formerly 
crime-riddled neighborhood’s 
increasing development, part 
of which can be seen in the 
asking prices for brownstone 
walk-up houses, which hover 
around $1 million. 

In April, the EDC an- 
nounced a $10 million project 
spurred by their sale of five 
lots totaling about 12,500- 
square-feet to two affiliated 
companies, AM&G Water- 
proofing LLC and Park Av- 
enue Roofing & Building Sup- 
plies LLC for $210,000. 

The companies will construct 
a 132,500-square-foot building 
on the property and adjacent 
properties they already own at 
Atlantic and Saratoga avenues, 
consolidate and expand their 
Clinton Hill and Williamsburg 
businesses, and create new jobs 
for the two companies, which 
already employ 250. The city 
will offer financial assistance by 
way of tax benefits said to be 
worth about $5.8 million over

Reyes was back at work, rob- 
bing three people in the span 
of two days. 

Reyes was wanted in con- 
nection with at least five attacks 
in the past year, say police. A 
knife was used in three of the 
robberies and a gun in another. 
Four of the crimes were com- 
mitted at the Fourth Avenue 
and 59th Street station, served 
by the N and R lines. 

On April 8, police say, 
Reyes, wielding a knife, 
grabbed a woman from behind 
as she walked through the sub- 
way station at 11:30 pm. He 
stabbed her once in the left leg 
and demanded she turn over her 
belongings, say police. 

The victim, 34, complied, 
and Reyes fled the station. 
She was taken to a nearby 
hospital in stable condition. 

About a week later, police 
recorded a similar crime at the 
e train station. On April 17, 
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at 5:30 pm, police say Reyes, 
again armed with a knife, de- 
manded cash from a 50-year- 
old man inside the train station. 
The victim, who was not in- 
jured, turned over his cash and 
the thief fled the station. 

On May 12, a man was 
again robbed at the same sta- 
tion — this time in the morn- 
ing, police said. The victim, 
48, told police the thief pulled 
a knife on him around 10:15 
am, and he turned over his 
wallet. The man wasn’t hurt 
and the robber, who police be- 
lieve was Reyes, bolted from 
the station. 

A month later, on June 12, 
police say Reyes struck at the 
station in the afternoon but did 
not pull out a weapon. A 
straphanger, 42, told police he 
was inside the station at 1:40 
pm when a thief grabbed his 
wallet from his pocket. The 
robber fled, and the victim 
was uninjured. 


On July 9, police say Reyes 
chose to use a gun, and struck 
at a subway station more than 
40 blocks north. Police said a 
man, 34, was attacked at 11 
pm inside the M and R station 
at Prospect and Fourth av- 
enues. The thief flashed a sil- 
ver firearm and demanded 
money, the victim told police. 
The man, who was not hurt, 
said the mugger checked his 
pockets and fled the station 
with his cash. 

This week, police added 
three more crimes to their 
charges against Reyes. The 
latest muggings took place on 
the street and it is not clear if 
the suspect used a weapon. 

On Aug. 13, at 1:30 am, a 
man, 46, told police he was 
robbed at the comer of Dou- 
glass and Hoyt streets. 

Less than two hours later, at 
3:10 am, a 35-year-old man 
was robbed on Eighth Street, 
between Fifth and Sixth av- 

The next day, a 55-year-old 
man was robbed at the comer 
of President and Smith streets. 
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Gunpoint robber hits 
couple on Wyckoff St.

An armed man robbed a 
couple walking down Wyckoff 
Street in the pre-dawn darkness 
of Aug. 12, police said. 

The man, 28, of Manhattan, 
told police he and a 30-year-old 
female friend were strolling 
eastbound, between Court and 
Smith streets, at 4:25 am, when 
a stranger approached. 

The thug pulled a silver pis- 
tol on the woman, a Park Slope 
resident, demanding she hand 
over her purse. She declined. 

The attacker then pointed the 
gun at the man and insisted he 
give up his wallet, or he would 
be shot, say police. He com- 
plied. 

The thief fled on foot with 
the wallet, described as a Louis 
Vuitton billfold that contained 
two credit cards and $100 in 
cash, police said. 

Head slasher 

A man was hospitalized after 
a robber slashed him on Aug. 
14, police said. 

The victim, 55, told police 
he was on the comer of Presi- 
dent and Smith streets, at 10:13 
pm, when a stranger ap- 
proached. 

The attacker flashed a knife 
and demanded, “Give me your 
bread,” the victim told police. 
He turned over $70, but the 
thug sliced him anyway. 

The victim was treated at 
Long Island College Hospital 
for a minor knife-wound on his 
forehead and released. 

Easy access 

A 93-year-old woman lost 
cash, credit cards and her health 
insurance ID to a robber who 
may have had a key to her Cob- 
ble Hill apartment, say police. 

The elderly victim told po- 
lice she and her 30-year-old 
home health aide had gone to 
the basement of her building, 
on Wyckoff Street near Court 
Street, at 11:30 am on Aug. 10. 
When the two women got back 
to the first-floor apartment, 15 
minutes later, the older woman 


discovered several items miss- 
ing from her closet, dresser and 
handbag, police said. 

The windows and doors of 
the apartment had been locked, 
the victim told police. The eld- 
erly woman suggested the cul- 
prit could be a former health 
aide, who she had recently 
fired, but who still might have a 
working set of keys, say police.

Not very neighborly

A woman lost her pocket- 
book to a robber who asked to 
be her neighbor as she sat out- 
side her Washington Avenue 
building, police said. 

The victim, 34, told police 
she was sitting on the stoop at 
9: 13 pm, on Aug. 11, when the 
stranger drove up. He got out of 
the vehicle and went inside the 
building, which is between 
Greene and Lafayette avenues. 

When he emerged a few mo- 
ments later, the man asked the 
woman if he “could be her 
neighbor,” police said. The vic- 
tim informed him she was busy 
talking on her cell phone. 

But the man interrupted 
again, saying, “Don’t scream, I 
have a gun.” He then snatched 
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her bag, which was sitting on 
the steps next to her, and disap- 
peared in his car, heading north- 
bound on Washington Avenue. 

The stolen goods included 
$10 in cash; an iPod engraved 
with her name and valued at 
$249; a Sony mini-recorder 
worth $60; a Sony Walkman,

The thief then patted 
down the victim, removing a 
Samsung camera phone — val- 
ued at $350 — from his pants 
pocket, police said. 

Slices arm 

A man sliced his arm on the 
door of his home near dusk on 
Aug. 10 while trying to escape 
an armed attacker who had fol- 
lowed him home, police said. 

The victim, 41, told police 
two strangers had trailed him as 
he made his way from the bus 
to his Cambridge Place home 
around 7:50 pm. But when he 
reached the front door of his 
building, near Greene Avenue, 
and tried to open the lock, one 
of the attackers pulled out a box 
cutter and lunged. 

The thug missed, but the vic- 
tim’s arm was slashed when the 
glass broke and the man tried 
desperately to unlock the door, 
police said. The would-be rob- 
bers fled on foot in an unknown 
direction. 

Nab teens 

Police arrested two teenage 
boys who they say tried to rob a 
man with a weapon. 

Police were called to the cor- 
ner of Waverly and Park av- 
enues, at 9 pm on Aug. 9. A 36- 


year-old man told them two 
teenagers had just tried to rob 
him as he was walking home, 
towards DeKalb Avenue around 
8:45 pm. 

The victim said the young- 
sters had followed him along 
the street before they attacked. 
One held something under his 
shirt, as though he had a gun, 
and demanded, “Give me your 
money,” as the other pushed 
him in his chest, forcing him 
backwards, police said.

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Dems have tough hurdle in Bloomie — for now

The Democrats may have 
the perfect candidate to bust 
the Republican hold on the 
mayor’s office: a popular, 
moderate black politician 
with citywide experience 
and a growing base of sup- 
porters. 

But he’s not running. 

Comptroller Bill Thompson 
is sitting out this year — a de- 
cision that says something 
about him but even more 
about the belief that billionaire 
incumbent Michael Bloom- 
berg is unbeatable. Thompson

and his backers are watching 
quietly as this year’s four De- 
mocratic challengers make 
their case over the next month 
before the Sept. 13 primary, a 
contest that some say is a use- 
less exercise. 

Democrats outnumber Re- 
publicans 5-to-l in New York 
City, but GOP mayors have 
run City Hall since Rudolph 
Giuliani took office in 1994. If 
Bloomberg is re-elected, the 
term-limit law prevents him 


from running again. 

A Marist poll last week 
found that 75 percent of voters 
surveyed believe Bloomberg 
will win a second term. De- 
spite the odds, four Democrats 
are game for the fight. 

Gifford Miller, Fernando 
Ferrer, C. Virginia Fields and 
Anthony Weiner face two for- 
midable hurdles in addition to 
the usual burden of wooing 
voters. Bloomberg is self-fi- 
nanced, with an endless sup-

ply of cash to throw at his re- 
election. And his job approval 
ratings and poll numbers have 
been swelling. 

Leading the Democratic 
pack is Ferrer, who has man- 
aged to retain his front-runner 
status despite a gaffe last 
spring that angered minority 
voters and damaged his sup- 
port among black leaders. He 
told a police union he did not 
believe the 1999 fatal shooting 
of an unarmed African immi- 
grant by four white police of- 
ficers was a crime. 

The officers, who later said 
they mistook Amadou Diallo 
for a rape suspect they were 
pursuing, were acquitted of 
criminal charges. But the 
shooting came to symbolize 
police bmtality — a crucial is- 
sue in minority communities. 

Ferrer’s comment shad- 
owed him for weeks and 
caused his poll numbers to 
slip, but he is widely predicted 
to either win the primary out- 
right or be forced into a runoff 
if he doesn’t capture 40 per- 
cent. Trailing Ferrer are 
Fields, the Manhattan borough 
president who stands out be- 
cause she is the only female 
and black candidate, and 
Miller, the City Council 
speaker whose main advan- 
tage is that he has amassed the 
most money (he had raised 
$4.8 million, plus $2.4 million 
in matching funds). 

By comparison, Bloomberg 
has spent more than $23 mil- 
lion of his own money, and is 
on track to outspend his 2001 
total of $74 million — about 
$100 per vote. 

Early on, Fields was clos- 
ing in on Ferrer, but her rise 
stalled recently when it was 
revealed that her campaign 
mailings used a doctored pho- 
tograph. Asian-American 
faces were inserted into a pho- 
to in an attempt to show diver- 
sity. And Miller withstood his 
own mailing flap when his 


Council office spent $1.6 mil- 
lion in taxpayer money on lit- 
erature praising his council 
work. 

The only Democrat to 
avoid controversy is Weiner, 
the U.S. congressman from 
Brooklyn and Queens who 
trails in the polls. He is also 
the candidate who has 
churned out the most policy 
proposals. 

It is a crowded field of can- 
didates who some say have 
failed to distinguish them- 
selves from each other beyond 
race, religion and gender, and 
they will take an official stab 
Tuesday night in the first cam- 
paign debate. The fear is that a 
dull primary race won’t ener- 


gize Democratic voters, caus- 
ing them to either skip it and 
support Bloomberg, or ignore 
the Nov. 8 election entirely. 

For Thompson, who is ex- 
pected to easily win another 
term as city comptroller, opt- 
ing out of this year’s mayoral 
tangle may prove a clever 
strategy. 

“He looms large because 
for many people in the Demo- 
cratic Party, they’re saying, 
‘OK, we’ll have Bloomberg 
for another four years and then 
we’ll have Billy,”’ said Demo- 
cratic political consultant 
George Arzt. “That’s why you 
don’t have the ferocity among 
key Democrats, who are al- 
ready talking about Billy as 


the next candidate for mayor.” 

Thompson grew up in 
Brooklyn, the son of a judge 
and a teacher. He worked for a 
Brooklyn congressman, 
served as the borough’s 
deputy president and spent 
five terms as president of the 
Board of Education. 

As the city’s chief financial 
officer — and the only black 
city wide elected official — he 
has been widely praised for 
safeguarding city finances and 
going after waste. The posi- 
tion also gives him prime ac- 
cess to donors, because of his 
role with city pension funds. 

Friends — including for- 
mer mayors David Dinkins 
and Ed Koch, a Bloomberg 


supporter — say he is warm, 
genuine and compassionate. 

“I expect to support him 
when he runs in four years — 
there’s no question that he will 
mn, in my mind,” said Koch. 

This year, Thompson is of- 
ficially backing Ferrer, but 
many observers say a 
Bloomberg win would work 
more in his favor because it 
creates an open seat. At age 
52, Thompson says he is 
young enough to wait for his 
chance. 

“I was bom here, I grew up 
here, I’ve enjoyed working for 
the people of this city,” 
Thompson said. “It continues 
to be the next step — eventu- 
ally I’d like to be mayor.” 


Three out of four nabbed

Two attacks at Court 
Street subway station

Muggers have been stalking sub- 
way riders at the Court Street R and 
M lines station at Montague Street, 
say police. 

Police arrested one man for allegedly 
snatching the bag of a straphanger at the 
Brooklyn Heights station and they are 
seeking another who beat and tried to rob 
a man there three days earlier. 

In the Aug. 1 1 robbery attempt, the vic- 
tim, 40, told police a stranger attacked him 
from behind as he tried to Uee the station 
at 2:40 am. 

The stranger had initially stopped him 
after he left the N train and said, “I know 
you from somewhere,” the victim told po- 


lice. The victim ran for the station’s exit, 
but the robber caught up to him and pulled 
him back down the stairs. 

Police said the attacker then rifled the 
man’s pockets but was unable to snatch 
any valuables. He punched the victim in 
the face before disappearing down the 
platform. The attacker may have fled on a 
northbound N train, police said. 

The victim, who suffered bruises to his 
head, went to the mezzanine and called 

On Aug. 14, police arrested a 24-year- 
old Brooklyn man they believe grabbed a 
bag from a rider on a Brooklyn-bound M 
train earlier that morning. 

The victim, 33, told police that the thief 
waited until the subway reached the Court 
Street station, at 7:36 am. As soon as the 


train door’s opened, the suspect snatched 
the victim’s blue knapsack and fled into 
the station. 

With the straphanger in pursuit, the 
thief bolted past the token booth and 
dashed up to the street, according to po- 

The victim was unable to catch the rob- 
ber, but police found a suspect less than 
two hours later — at 9:20 am — a few 
blocks away, at Jay and Prospect streets. 
The suspect was arraigned later that day 
on charges of larceny and possession of 
stolen property, according to the district 
attorney’s office.

Lee Silberstein, Thor’s 
spokesman, said he was under 
the impression Sitt was look- 
ing for a development partner 
in the West 21st Street proper- 
ty, though he hadn’t addressed 
the matter yet with the devel- 

“I thought he was looking 
for a joint venture partner, he 
has several properties in Coney 
Island and he’s been getting of- 
fers for all of them, but he is 
determined to do the amuse- 
ment-entertainment-retail proj- 
ect,” said Silberstein. 

“This site was not that, this 
was on the other side of 
Keyspan Park. But his main 
properties are on the eastern 
side [of the boardwalk] and 
that’s where he’s been devot- 
ing most of his resources and 
continues to devote his re- 
sources,” Silberstein said. 

But this week, even those in 
the know were left to speculate 
what Sitt has up his sleeve. 

“This is the biggest listing 
that we have now in Coney Is- 
land,” said Michael Harari, the 
from Massey Knakal broker 
who is handling the sale. 

“In my opinion, the reason it 
hasn’t been developed is be- 


per to get corns back. 

Had they been better pre- 
pared, they could have simply 
inserted a credit card-sized city 
parking card into the meter. 

About 1,100 meters in the 
three neighborhoods had been 
modified to accept the cards 
beginning Monday in a major 
expansion of a pilot program, 
said Chris Gilbride of the city 
Department of Transportation. 

Gilbride said the city chose 
neighborhoods with plenty of 
businesses and high demand 
for meter parking. 

“We want to give people 
more payment options,” he 

His department sent 
“coaches” out into the neigh- 
borhoods to pass out informa- 
tion and show people how the 
meter cards work, he said. 

The program for single- 
space meters began in 2003 
with 400 meters in Long Is- 
land City, Queens. The same 
cards have been used since 
1996 in the city’s 1,706 multi- 
space meters, known as Muni- 
Meters. 

Gilbride said sales of the 
parking cards, which come in 
$20 and $50 denominations, 
were up $1 1 million in the fis- 
cal year that ended in June 
and now account for 10 per- 
cent of all meter revenue, not 
counting fines. 

The cards are available on- 
line, at CityStores, by mail 
and by calling the city’s 311 
information number. The Web 
site http://www.nyc.gov/dot is 
plastered on the meters.

The city’s parking-card 
system came to Bay Ridge, 
the Upper West Side and 
Forest Hill on Monday, but 
most motorists were still 
scrambling for quarters. 


Parkers lucky enough to 
find empty spaces at meters 
seemed ignorant of the new 
system and many followed the 
usual routine of running into 
nearby shops in search of 
quarters, the bolder ones ask- 
ing, “Can you change a dol- 
lar?” and the more realistic 
ones buying gum or a newspa- 
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cause it’s zoned strictly as 
amusement, and amusement 
isn’t the business it used to be 
in Coney Island,” he said. “It’s 
not as popular and in-de- 

Harari said the Coney Island 
Development Corporation 
(CIDC), the public authority 
set up to lead the neighbor- 
hood’s redevelopment, was 
leaning toward making that de- 
velopment site residential. The 
zoning he advertised as likely, 
R7-1, would allow it to be “re- 
zoned to allow for mid-rise 
condominium development,” 
maybe with an anchor tenant 
in retail or commercial uses in 
the lower floors. 

Dick Zigun, a neighborhood 
preservationist who is director 
of Coney Island USA, a non- 
profit organization based in the 
amusement district, said he 
thought that no matter what, 
some component of the C7 
zoning would be preserved 

“They [the CIDC] haven’t 
released their report yet,” he 
said, “but they are likely for 
that area to propose residential 
above, and have the ground- 
floor and second-floor consis- 
tent with C7,” Zigun said. 

Namely, he said, a 500- to 
600-unit luxury condominium 
complex, right upstairs from 
what Zigun sees as a bowling al- 
ley, video arcade, movie theater 
or night club — or some combi- 
nation of those businesses. 

‘The idea of the CIDC rec- 
ommendations is that it would 
take the periphery of the 
amusement park, which has 
been abandoned for decades, 
with the additional commercial 
development — so it would 
encourage bars and clubs and 
bowling alleys,” Zigun said. 

“Everyone in Coney Island, 
from the biggest operator to 
the littlest operator, wants a 
bigger and better Coney Island. 
We want to see the empty lots 
disappear,” he said. 

But while Harari sees com- 
mercial as being an essential 
component, he did not think 
amusements would be a fit the 
city would encourage for such 
a development. 

“I don’t think the city would 
rezone it to allow for some- 
thing noisy with the residential 
— I don’t think it fits,” Harari 
said. “I think they want it to be 
something more high-end, 
maybe a little quieter, like a 
cafe or restaurant, maybe some 
mainstream retail, some cloth- 
ing stores or boutique stores. 
But I don’t think a night club 
or bowling alley is something 
that would fit underneath a 
high-end residential develop- 

“I guess we’ll just have to 
wait and see what the city de- 
cides to do,” said the broker, 
who added that C7 zoning on 
the lower floors could go far in 
the way of attracting potential 
commercial anchor tenants. 

“Oddly enough, people have 
a misconception that C7 has to 
be a roller coaster or a bowling 
alley or an arcade,” said Harari. 
“C7 can actually be a pharmacy 
or a boutique; if you look 
through [the zoning guidelines] 
you’ll see ... you could put a 
McDonald’s, a Red Lobster, a 
cigar shop there. You could 
even put a high-end theater.” 

The Department of City 
Planning could not confirm by 
press time whether Harari’s 
characterization of the zoning 
was accurate. 

Zigun said that either way, 
the potential development 
would cause some friction. 

“ The good is, it would fi- 
nally develop empty land and 
expand the C7 activity. The 
bad is that the C7 zone is what 
New York City created for 
things that are loud and late- 
night. And putting more people 
next to what is loud sets up a 
potential conflict,” Zigun said, 
mentioning the Luna Park pub- 
lic housing development that 
was built off Surf Avenue in 
the Robert Moses era. 

“Hopefully their apartments 
will be soundproof,” he 
quipped.

Podres was in town to help raise money for various 
charities, and to promote the book “Johnny Podres — 
Brooklyn’s Only Yankee Killer,” written by Bob Bennett, 
John Bennett and Robert S. Bennett. 

Podres grew up a Dodger fan, and a fan of his father, who 
was the star pitcher for the town of Witherbee’s team. 

Prior to the 1951 season, the Dodgers, who had scouted 
the young Podres, offered him a contract. 

“As soon as I saw that contract, I said, ‘Give me a pen!”’ 
said Podres as he informally spoke to fans at the Brooklyn 
Heights bank. “I didn’t care how much they were offering. I 
wanted to pitch for the Dodgers.” 

After two years in the minors, Podres pitched for the 
Dodgers in 1953. He went 9-4 and helped his team to the 
World Series against the Yankees. The Dodgers lost that 
year, and Podres took a loss in his only appearance. 

Two years later, the Dodgers were back in the Series, and 
Podres played a pivotal role. After his team dropped the first 
two games to the Yankees in the Bronx, he started the crucial 
third game back at Ebbets Field. Podres didn’t disappoint, al- 
lowing only two runs in a complete-game victory, turning 
the series around for the Bums. 

The series ended up going seven games, and Podres was 
back to start the final contest at Yankee Stadium. By the fifth 
inning, his mates had given him a 2-0 lead. 

In the sixth, the Dodgers had the bases loaded with two 
out. Brooklyn manager Walter Alston pinch hit George 
“Shotgun” Shuba for second baseman Don Zimmer. Shuba 
grounded out and Alston sent in Sandy Amoros to play left 
field, moving left fielder Junior Gilliam to second base. Billy 
Martin led off the inning and walked and Gil McDougald 
bunted for a hit to give the Yankees runners on first and sec- 
ond. Yogi Berra came up to bat. 

“I wasn’t going to pitch him inside,” said Podres of Berra, 
a left-handed pull hitter. “Not with that short right field.” 
Podres pitched him outside — way outside. 

“Actually,” said Podres of his high and outside pitch to 
Berra, “it was a ball.” 

B ERRA, WHO COULD HIT hard just about any ball he 
could reach, sliced the pitch towards the left field cor- 
ner, and Amoros, glove on his right hand, made a 
game-saving catch after a long run. He fired the ball to short- 
stop Pee Wee Reese, who then fired to Gil Hodges at first to 
double up McDougald, who had yet to make it back to the bag. 

It is universally agreed that the left-handed and speedy 
Amoros made a catch on a ball that the right-handed Gilliam 
wouldn’t have reached. 

“Now, how did Alston know to make that move?” Podres 
asked several times of fans at 215 Montague St. 

When Podres asked the question, each time his voice and 
facial expression indicated that the question was rhetorical. 
Finally, one fan responded to the question. 

“It must have been the man upstairs,” said the fan. 

“It must have been the man upstairs,” echoed Podres. 

In the eighth inning, the Yankees had men on first and 
third with two out and two strikes on Hank Bauer, who hit 
left-handers well. Podres reared back and threw a high fast- 
ball right by Bauer. 

“It was a Sandy Koufax fastball, “explained Podres. “The 
best fastball I ever threw.” 

After that strikeout, catcher Roy Campanella slammed the 
ball to the ground. 

“Campy did that because he knew then that we had 
them,” said Podres. 

An inning later, they were champions. 

“It’s totally different than [winning] a regular season 
game, Podres said. “The excitement, the adrenaline.” 

An autograph seeker commented that Podres was known 
as cocky. 

“I wasn’t cocky,” replied the pitcher. “I was confident. 
Every time I went out there I thought I was going to win.” 
During the World Series, that’s mostly what he did, com- 
piling a 4-1 record. 

Podres was staying at the Marriott just a few blocks away 
from the old Dodgers office, but the pitcher’s hips are both- 
ering him and he has had six heart bypass operations, so he 
made the walk gingerly, resting every so often. 

H E GREETED THE INVITATION-ONLY guests at the 
reception individually, bantering with them. When he 
spoke to the whole gathering, he told them how he had 
always wanted to pitch for Brooklyn, and he said his winning the 
Seventh Game saved some lives on the subways. 

“From people jumping in front of them,” he joked. 

Near the Downtown Brooklyn Marriott, is the Polytech- 
nic University dormitory, at 33 Jay St. 

The dorm houses the Brooklyn Cyclones, some of whom 
are 23 years old, the age Podres had just reached when he 
won the World Series for Brooklyn. 

The Cyclones were unaware that the 1955 World Series 
Most Valuable Player was staying across the street, but the 
team he pitched for is still remembered vividly. 

“We’re so remembered because it can never happen 
again,” said Podres of the ’55 champs. “We’re the only 
Brooklyn Dodger team that can ever win the World Series.”

“I’m a director of Keyspan Park,” says Amie Rubin. “Ac- 
tually, I’m an usher, but director sounds better and I do direct 
people to their seats.” 

Rubin, 62, is the Keyspan Park usher on the upper deck — 
the fourth floor when taking the elevator. In other words, Ru- 
bin’s perch is directly behind the Catbird seat on the other 
side of the press box. 

A former hockey player, the 320-pound Rubin plays in a 
men’s over-50 league near his Long Island home. He loves 
his work, even though he can’t see the ball games from where 
he works.

New romantic comedy, ‘ The Baxter, ’ is a love letter to Brooklyn

A ctor Michael Showalter says Brooklyn 
was the perfect place to set his new 
film, “The Baxter,” since both his main 
character and the borough are frequently 
overshadowed by flashier rivals. 

Comparing Manhattan to a conventional 
leading man, the New Jersey native said 
Brooklyn was a more offbeat, less-obvious 
location to set the story of a nice guy whose 
girlfriends are forever dumping him for bet- 
ter-looking or more exciting men. 

“I live in Brooklyn and love Brooklyn,” 
the writer, director and star of “The Baxter” 
told GO Brooklyn Tuesday. “It’s just such a 
great city. You can stay in Brooklyn for 
months and never leave and not ever need to 
go to Manhattan.” 

The “Wet Hot American Summer” star, 
35, who lives in Boerum Hill, said he lived 
in Manhattan for years and enjoyed the expe- 
rience, but decided to move after realizing 
how nice it is to “cross the bridge” and leave 
the city behind at night. 

“And, as we all have seen, Brooklyn is 
emerging again as this amazing alternative to 
Manhattan with its own culture and its own 
architecture and its own history and its own 
everything,” Showalter said. “This movie is 
kind of a celebration of that. It’s also the per- 
fect place to set a romantic comedy.” 

In the film, which was shot over the 
course of 20 days in Park Slop, Cobble Hill, 
Fort Greene and Boerum Hill for less than 
$1.5 million, Showalter plays Elliot Sher- 
man, a straight-laced, kind-hearted account- 
ant who falls in love with beautiful but shal- 
low Caroline Swann (played by 
“Spider-Man” actress Elizabeth Banks). 
Weeks before the couple is set to walk down 
the aisle, Caroline’s hunky ex-boyfriend 
(played by “Six Feet Under” actor Justin Th- 
eroux), makes a last-ditch effort to win her 
back. Although losing the girl would keep 
within the pattern of his life, there is hope for 
Elhot: he has an admirer in the cute and 
quirky office temp, Cecil (played by “Daw- 
son’s Creek” babe Michelle Williams). 

Inspired by legendary filmmakers like 
Frank Capra, Howard Hawks and Billy 
Wilder, Showalter said he wrote “The Bax- 
ter” because he wanted to offer a new twist 
on the romantic-comedy formula — instead 
following the guy in the love triangle who 
doesn’t get the girl — while retaining the rap- 
id-fire speech patterns and tidy story-telling 
techniques of classics like “His Girl Friday,” 



“The Apartment” and “Bringing Up Baby.” 

“There is something so satisfying about 
seeing a movie that is so well-made,” ob- 
served the Brown University grad. “As a film 
enthusiast and having read a lot of books 
about [these movies], I have a fascination 
with the well-made Hollywood screenplay 
and I set out to write a well-made Hollywood 
screenplay. That was really what I was going 
for.” 

Given the fact that, sadly, so many people 
have played “The Baxter,” aka “Mr. Wrong,” 
in real life, it makes sense that audiences 
would relate to the people who get broken up 
with in movies, yet this is not portrayed on- 
screen as often. Asked why that is so, 
Showalter speculated it is because filmmak- 


ers try to get moviegoers to dislike the 
dumpees, freeing them up to root for the of- 
ten too-good-to-be-true heroes. 

“I think it’s because people don’t like that 
guy, and that’s why we have him in the role 
of the Baxter,” he noted. “I think we like him 
where he is. Because Tom Hanks can’t play 
that role and John Cusack can’t play that 
role. I think this is a fun idea, a fun take on 
that.” 

Although Showalter said he is excited 
about making a movie that appeals to a main- 
stream audience, he admitted he is a tad con- 
cerned about alienating fans who love the al- 
ternative humor of “Wet Hot American 
Summer” and his cable TV shows, “Stella” 
and “The State.”

“I am a little bit worried about that, but not 
that worried,” he confessed. “In fact, I’ve 
read [messages from] a couple of people who 
have written online, that that’s what hap- 
pened. They said, ‘It wasn’t as funny as “Wet 
Hot” or it wasn’t as weird as “Wet Hot.’” I’m 
not afraid to admit I’m trying to appeal to a 
wider audience and for every ‘Wet Hot’ fan 
who is going to be alienated, hopefully, there 
will be more than that who could get it and 
say: ‘Wow! That was nice; A little quirky and 
off-beat.’ Enough to make them feel that 
they’re not watching ‘Must Love Dogs,’ but 
still tempered and tamed enough to make 
them feel they weren’t left out.” 

While “The Baxter,” which features hilari- 
ous appearances by “Wet Hot” and “Stella” 
collaborators David Wain and Michael Ian 
Black, is set to open in New York on Aug. 
26, it will expand throughout the country 
over the next few weeks. 

“It’s going to play at your small cinema in 
every city on one screen and, hopefully, peo- 
ple will be in the mood to see it,” Showalter 
said. “I’m hoping it’s a cold September. I 
hope people will say, ‘That’s the kind of 
movie I’d like to see on a cold September 

Of course Showalter would love to see his 
movie open near his home. 

“I’m hoping,” he said. “I would be so ex- 
cited if they showed it at BAM.”

M aybe it’s something in the 
air, because in the last year 
we’ve seen an unprecedent- 
ed wave of companies producing 
“As You Like It.” 

In January, the Royal Bath The- 
atre presented the play, directed by 
Peter Hall, at the Brooklyn Acade- 
my of Music. And this summer, the 
play was presented twice in Central 
Park — in June by the New York 
Classical Theatre and in July by the 
Public Theatre. 



Now, the Brooklyn Theatre Arts 
Project is having a go at this Shake- 
speare play with their outdoor pro- 


duction, directed by Carlo Riviec- 
cio and staged on the grounds of 
Christ Church Bay Ridge. 

Surely “As You Like It” is one 
of Shakespeare’s most popular 
comedies. And not only because 
one of his best known soliloquies 
— “All the world’s a stage/ And all 
the men and women merely players 
...” — comes from this play. Set 
mostly in the Forest of Arden, “As 
You Like It” is a pastoral comedy 
that mixes philosophy, cynicism, 
wit, intelligence and love in a most 
appealing way. 

As is so often the case with 


Shakespeare, the story begins with 
estranged brothers — in this case 
two. Duke Frederick (Pat Colabel- 
la) has banished his brother (Fran- 
cis Barra) to the forest so he can 
take over the title, and Orlando 
(Matt Pepitone) is forced to flee 
into that same forest to escape the 
wrath of his jealous older brother, 
Oliver (Johan Kohan). But before 
Orlando escapes, he wins a match 
with Frederick’s wrestler, Charles 
(the excellent Anthony Augello), 
and ends up winning the heart of 
Duke Frederick’s niece, Rosalind 
(Laura Stockton), the daughter of 
the duke’s exiled brother. 

Unable to hide her disdain for 
her uncle, Rosalind is also forced to 
flee into the forest, which she does, 
disguised as the boy Ganymeade, 
accompanied by her good friend 
and cousin, Celia (Erin Etheridge), 
who pretends to be the maiden 
Aliena. The court jester, Touch- 
stone (Alex Amarosa) goes along 
with the young ladies. 

In the forest, Orlando (who is

These 
men will perform a traditional “Sanami” dance and 
the “bara’a,” which highlights the dancers’ dexterity 
with dagger maneuvers. The dagger is an essential 
component of Yemeni men’s traditional dress and an 
indicator of social prestige, according to Turner. 

Also on the “Folk Feet” program are Anup Ku- 
mar Das performing Bangladeshi dance; the all-girl 
drill team. The Gowanus Wildcats; Panamanian 
folk traditions by El Conjunto Nuevo Milenio; 
Senegalese dance by Maimouna Keita African 
Dance Company; and traditional Swedish dances by 
the Swedish Folkdancers of New York.

art deco and modernism. 

Wendy Gibson, a spokes- 
woman with the State Historic 
Preservation Office (SHPO), said 
that while the building was in an 
historic district, the Purchase 
Building was considered “non- 
contributing.” 

“The building is in the [Fulton 
Ferry] National Flistoric District, 
but we considered it a non-con- 
tributing building because it was- 
n’t built during the historic period 
of significance of the district,” 
Gibson said, adding that even if it 
were declared a city landmark, 
she didn’t believe the designation 
would supercede the state author- 
ity to build the park, even though 
the land it suits on is city-owned. 

The city disagreed. 

On Sept. 6, 2001, the city 
Landmarks Preservation Com- 
mission held hearings after a re- 
quest by the Department of Parks 
and Recreation calling for a re- 
view of the building’s signifi- 
cance to the Fulton Ferry Historic 
District, a city landmark district 
of which it is a part. Review of 
the building’s significance fell by 
the wayside after 9-11. 

Landmarks Preservation 
Commission sources said this 
week that no action could be tak- 
en against the Purchase Building 
until the case was reopened. If it 
was determined that the Purchase 
Building either fit in as part of the 
historic district or held its own 
role in architectural history, war- 
ranting an individual landmark 
designation, then the building 
could not be tom down. 

Judy Stanton, executive direc- 
tor of the Brooklyn Heights As- 
sociation, said many people as-

sumed the building was safe. 

"Any contributing building in 
a landmark district is protected. 
And the law prohibits their dem- 
olition,” she said. 

“When you go down what 
we think is a very dangerous 
slope of demolishing buildings, 
where would that end? And this 
is for a view. The overall park is 
for public purpose, public bene- 
fit. We don’t need to knock 
down this building, to build new 
buildings,” said Stanton. 

The park proposes the creation 
of six new revenue-generating 
buildings, so it can pay its own 
operating costs. Five of the build- 
ings will be luxury condomini- 
ums and a hotel, combining to 
create 1,200 new apartments in- 
side the footprint of the park 

Another building, a restaurant, 
is planned for the water’s edge on 
Pier 1, and indefinite plans for a 
recreational facility on Pier 5 are 
being considered that would not 


produce substantial revenue. 

Nicholas Evans-Cato, a land- 
scape artist who has advocated 
for adaptive reuse of the Pur- 
chase Building as a park attrac- 
tion since the late 1990s, when 
then-Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
announced the building’s possi- 
ble demolition, said the demoli- 
tion makes no sense. 

“It’s right at the fulcrum of 
the park, right where’s there’s a 
bend in the river — it’s the 
shame of Brooklyn,” he said of 
the park plans. ‘Tf you’re stand- 
ing in DUMBO, you can’t really 
see Pier 1 anyway. The whole 
argument about a view corridor 
is indefensible from a good 
planning perspective.” 

Evans-Cato said other ob- 
structions were just as much a 
problem for the views, adding, 
“The River Cafe’s parking lot, 
that interferes with the Brooklyn 
Bridge Park.” He said the water-

Urban Renewal Area” — al- 
lowing for the use of eminent 
domain condemnation of prop- 
erty and taking review of any 
zoning changes or transfers of 
unused development rights out 
of the city’s hands, much the 
same way as does the MOU 
for Ratner’s Atlantic Yards 
plan. None of the property ref- 
erenced in the second MOU is 
owned by the state. 

Both MOUs were signed by 
Deputy Mayor for Economic De- 
velopment and Rebuilding 
Daniel Doctoroff, ESDC Chair- 
man and CEO Charles Gargano, 
Ratner, and city Economic De- 
velopment Corporation President 
Andrew Alper, but only the At- 
lantic Yards agreement was made 
public, in press releases issued by 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg and 
theEDC. 

“Basically [the second MOU] 
says if the arena project is passed, 
[Ratner] can develop over those 
sites, and the [Atlantic Center] 
mall, and these two pieces of 
property don’t have to go through 
[city review],” said Daniel Gold- 
stein, a spokesman for DDDB. 

“Why was this not released 
when the other one was? Why 
has this document not been made 
public?” Goldstein asked. 

In laying out the parameters of 
the MOU, the document states: 
“The project shall mean the de- 
sign, development and construc- 
tion of a mixed-use development 
consisting of residential develop- 
ment, commercial office space, 
and retail space . . . using the un- 
used development rights attribut- 
able to ... Atlantic Center (in- 
cluding the rights attributable to 
the demapped portion of Fort

Greene Place) which [the parties] 
believe consist of approximately 
1.586 million zoning square feet 
. . . and Site 5, consisting of ap- 
proximately 308,000 zoning 
square feet . . .” 

The MOU also references an 
earlier pact for the sites, signed 
on May 17, 2004, suggesting the 
city and state intended to commit 
the development rights to Ratner 
long before support for Atlantic 
Yards was certain. 

The document was obtained 
by Develop-Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn after they submitted a 
freedom of information request 
to the ESDC, asking how Rat- 
ner’s Forest City Ratner Compa- 
nies was chosen as the developer 
of the Atlantic Terminal Urban 
Renewal Area (ATURA), which 
encompasses parts of Downtown 
Brooklyn, Prospect Heights and 
Park Slope. 

The project’s footprint would 
then encompass, and allow zon- 
ing overrides above, the Atlantic 
Terminal mall, which contains 
Target; the Atlantic Center mall, 
across Fort Greene Place, where 
Old Navy and Pathmark are lo- 
cated; provide for additional de- 
velopment above Fort Greene 
Place, across which an enclosed 
pedestrian bridge connects the 
two Ratner malls; and include 
the entire block that holds a sin- 
gle-story PC Richards appliance 
store and Modell’s athletic goods 
store, bounded by Pacific Street 
and Fourth, Flatbush and At- 
lantic avenues. 

The latter block would also be 
subject to eminent domain con- 
demnation, allowing Forest City 
Ratner to take property currently 
owned by PC Richard, which 
has not yet agreed to sell its por- 
tion of Site 5. 

In a press release sent out to 
their e-mail list, DDDB provided 
a link to copies of both MOUs 
online. 

"The whole Ratner deal has 
moved forward over the past two 
years in backrooms and with 
great secrecy,” Goldstein said 

"This unreleased second 
MOU raises serious questions 
about the developer’s honesty,” 
he added, as well as that of the 
city and state agencies involved. 

A mayoral spokesman de- 
clined to comment and the ESDC 
referred all questions to the city. 

"We do not distribute MOUs, 
but this one’s been available to 
anyone that requested it,” said 
Janel Patterson, a spokeswoman 
for the city EDC. 

Asked how anyone could 
have possibly known of its exis- 
tence, and why the one MOU 
was widely publicized while the 
other was never mentioned, she 
declined to comment. 

Prospect Heights-Fort Greene 
Councilwoman Letitia James, a 
staunch opponent of Ratner’s At- 
lantic Yards plan, said she had 
heard nothing about the second 
MOU before DDDB released its 
finding this week 

"I knew nothing about this,” 
she said on Wednesday. ‘This is 
just another attempt by the 
[Bloombeig] administration to ex- 
pand Forest City Ratner’s monop- 
oly on Downtown Brooklyn.” 

Patterson defended the choice 
of Ratner as the developer for 
the sites, saying, “We’ve been 
talking to FCR about his project 
for some time. We’re simply 
designating a developer to im- 
plement parts of the original ur- 
ban renewal plan.” 

James argued that the city’s 
negotiations with Ratner amount- 
ed to “sole sourcing,” handing 
deals to favored developers. 

“Publicly, they have told me 
repeatedly that they will not do 
sole sourcing,” James said. “I say, 
if they’re against sole sourcing, 


then why doesn’t that same rule 
apply to Forest City Ratner?’ 

The councilwoman contends 
that the city should have put the 
property out for bid. 

A Forest City Ratner spokes- 
man said plans for Site 5 had al- 
ready been made public. 

“The proposed development 
at Site 5 should not come as a 
surprise to anyone,” said Forest 
City Ratner spokesman Joe De- 
Plasco. “In fact, it was part of a

"While not technically part of 
the Atlantic Yards development, 
it was included in these presenta- 
tions because development there 
would, of course, be in close 
proximity to the larger project.”

Welcome Aboard 

Michael Petterssons brand of reality TV

I f any single trend could characterize the evolution of American 
popular culture in this short century, it is audiences’ rejection of 
scripted, heavily produced, or otherwise contrived entertainment. 
After a decade of crooners with implausible voices and politicians 
with pat answers, mainstream tastes leaned toward unaffected 
media, such as reality television programming, imperfect vocalists, 
and documentary-style movies. 


Welcome Aboard, a live weekly vari- 
ety show on Brooklyn Community 
Access Television, is perhaps one of 
the purest examples of straightfor- 
ward, unadorned programming. 
Michael Pettersson, the show’s pro- 
ducer and host, showcases budding 
musicians, reflects on community 
issues in Brooklyn and interviews 
both friends and notable members of 
the community. The show’s title, 
Welcome Aboard is a nod to its unpre- 
dictable format, Pettersson says. But it 
could just as easily refer to Petterssons 
warm personality and genial, commu- 
nity-minded message. 

“Hey! Hey! Hey!” Pettersson shouts 
into a microphone, checking the 
audio levels 45 minutes before the 
show is set to air live. He’s careening 
around the studio, preparing all the 
technical equipment for broadcast and 
spouting observations and stories rap- 
idly - all without the slightest hint of 
apprehension about going live in less 
than an hour. 

“I don’t have to get psyched up or 
anything to do the show,” Pettersson 
says with a shrug. “I just go on to have 
fun and be myself. I can only count on 
my hand how many times I have 
walked away from doing a show and 
not had fun.” 

“Fun” is a word that predominates 
Petterssons speech; he exudes a sense 
of pride that naturally comes from 
entertaining viewers with his opinions 
and talented guests. Because public 
access television grants community 
producers an incredible amount of 
freedom and executive control, 
Welcome Aboard is, in every sense, a 
product of Petterssons personality and 
interests. 

“I am reluctant to even put Welcome 
Aboard in a genre,” Pettersson says. 


“Everybody does a show that’s the 
same thing. I wanted to do something 
different every week.” 

The week we sat down with him, 
Pettersson decided that Welcome 
Aboard would take on the format of a 
live call-in show, a la Don Imus, Rush 
Limbaugh and the rest of talk radio, 
only with cameras. Characteristic of 
the show, Pettersson seems to pluck 
his in-studio guest, Bruce Friedman, 
randomly from the hallways of BCAT. 

Once the show begins, it becomes 
evident that Friedman - who hosts 
another program on BCAT in the 
evening - and Pettersson are perfect 
foils. Pettersson, who is thin and 
bespectacled, mildly resembles the 
actor Chris Cooper and talks animat- 
edly. Friedman, on the other hand, 
speaks with a slow, measured voice 
that seems to lower and soften when 
he’s making a point. 

“You don’t have to yell, you’ve 
already got the job,” Friedman teases 
after Pettersson implores viewers to 
call in and suggest a topic for discus- 
sion. While they’re waiting, the two 
have this exchange: 

“So what have you been up to?” 
Friedman asks. 

“I don’t think I can talk about it on 
the air. Oh, you mean professional- 

ly ;r” 

“Yeah, I just want to flash you some- 
thi...” 

“If you start flashing, they’re gonna 
take me off the air.” 

The conversation, as Pettersson likes 
to call his interview sessions, eventual- 
ly meanders to the topic of Bruce 
Ratner and his plan to move the New 
Jersey Nets to Brooklyn and develop a 
21 -acre swath of land for commercial 
and residential use. Pointing at 
Friedman, Pettersson says, “He’s a per-

sonal friend of Bruce Ratner, and he 
will vent his spleen for you - the lines 
are open.” Soon, however, the jokes 
subside, and the two insightfully and 
passionately discuss the costs and mer- 
its of the Ratner’s proposal, which 
would displace 864 people, according 
to the Prospect Heights Action 
Coalition, and forever change the aes- 
thetic of downtown Brooklyn. 
Pettersson, an avid sports fan, is clear- 
ly excited about the prospect of pro- 
fessional sports returning to Brooklyn, 
and welcomes the creation of jobs and 
new development. But Friedman, a 
connoisseur of Brooklyn history, 
appears nostalgic and has reservations 
about whether Ratner has been forth- 
right about his intentions. Friedman 
later described their difference suc- 
cinctly: “He’s more interested in the 
future of Brooklyn, and I’m more 
interested in the past.” 

As Friedman addresses a caller con- 
cerned about fair compensation for 
property that would be razed, 
Pettersson morphs from host to pro- 
ducer, to cameraman and back to 
host. Still seated next to Friedman, 
Pettersson switches cameras with a 
button, fields calls on a second line, 
and interjects the conversation at 
times - all of which are audible and 
visible for the viewer at home. The 
effect is incredibly disarming; it 
endears viewers to a talk show host 
who is honest, authentic, and com- 
pletely without affect.
